The discussion has been proveked by 
some remarks from Mr. J. S$. McKinnon,

While .reely, admitting that 
Canadian industry is likely to benefit 
largely from the display which was staged 
on its behalf at"Wembley, Mr. McKinnon 
also expresses the opinion that Canada 
is seriously handicapped in Great Britain 
t hy the lack of titled Canadians.”

no less a distance than twenty-six miles, 
roughly half-way from London to Brigh- 
ton.
